Each year the Assay Commission, a committee of prominent American 
citizens, meets to review the past year’s coinage procedures. Selected samples 
are weighed and assayed to be sure that the coins conform to the U.S. weights 
and fineness standards. As an honorarium for serving on the Assay Commission 
each member is given an Assay medal. Thus, the number of such medals issued 
over the years has been exceedingly small — usually a dozen or two pieces each 
year! 

For the collector who wants to own part of the history of the U.S. Mint 
these medals are the closest ties to the actual minting process. The majority 
are in the finest choice proof condition.

The early Formosa Dollars require an explanation as regards their “manu 
facture’ as this coin was not struck from hard metal dies as we visualize. The coin 


was partially cast and partially compressed by soft-molds such as form of hard clay. 
These molds were made of a soft metal such as copper or brass or even porcelain, 


all engraved by hand. The soft molds used in the actual manufacture of the coin 
could only be used once; the master die being made of soft-metal wore out quickly, 
necessitating re-engraving of new dies. This probably is the reason that so many 
varieties of this particular coin (K-1, etc) may be found.

CHINESE SILVER TAEL COINAGE 
1856-1943 


The Tael as currency unit was widely used in China, but never universally 
as coin. Sinkiang had Tael coins in silver. The issuers were private native bankers 
and the manuacturers were silversmiths who struck these Tael coins from dies 
engraved locally. The coins display no ornamentation and are covered with Chinese 
ideograms only.
